J. L. Matthews, as 
president, spoke for the associated 
chambers of commerce of the San 
Gabriel valley. A. M. King of Al- 
Tiainbra read a paper on "Abating 
the Billboard Nuisance'' that not 
only gave practical suggestions, but 
as well set forth the natural beau- 
ties of the valley in the words of an 
artist. Judge R. D. Wickham of Los 
Angeles spoke of the part that the 
•women must take in the proposed 
transformation of the highways from 
the 
innkempt 
condition in many 


places to spots of beauty. 


It 
remained, however, for Mr. 


Hugh Pomeroy, of the Eeginal Plan- 
ning commission, to place before the 
association by means of a map cov- 
ering the county from Los Angeles 
east, n system of parkways, from the 
Arroyo Seco and the Foothill boule- 
vard on the north to the Pomona 
boulevard and AVhittier Narrows on 
the south. Mr. Pomeroy marked on 
the map, for future use, available 
locations for parks ranging in size 
from a few acres to five hundred 
and one thousand acres. The propos- 
ed route would, in the course of 
years, pass up canyons and over the 
mountains of the San Gabriel water- 
shed.

for action was at hand with regard 
to proposed parkways near the me- 
tropolis. These roads would consist 
of a boulevard with a parking of 
flowers or shrubs on either side.

vards with wild flower seed.
